REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the decision by the 
BPAI dated 4\19\201 1. The BPAI determined that the claimed methods require a direct 
interaction of the subunit and component, and that the subunit and component must have the 
same biological activity (BPAI decision pages 6 -7). This, in essence, would appear to require 
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that the claimed methods include steps of determining such a direct interaction, and a priori 
knowledge or perhaps even determination of whether or not the component has the same 
biological activity as the subunit which was a limitation not specifically recited in the claims, 
however interpreted to be required by the limitation for the subunit to exhibit "a biological 
activity of the component". The art of record fails to teach this type of interaction as noted by 
the Board.
